Course of U. S. to Be Determined by Car- 
ranza's Policy Toward American 
Expeditions in Mexico. 


Washington, June 26.—^Whether 
a state of war shall exist between 
the United States and the de facto 
government of Mexico 
depends 
upon the formal declaration of 
policy by General Carranza, ex- 
pected hourly today in response 
to the note telegraphed to Mexico

by 
Secretary 
•Lansing. 


The Ainerican government will 
insist upon the immediate release 
of the cavalrj^ men captured at 
Carrizal, but high administration 
leaders 
explain in interpreting 
the 
communication 
transmitted 
by Secretary' Lansing that the 
course of the United States will 
be determined by Carranza's final 
statement of his intentions toward 
the American expedition in Mex- 
ico to protect the border, rather 
than 
on 
the 
specific 
circum- 
Btances of the Carrizal incident. 


Capt. Morey Safe. 


The war department had not read at 
fen earlv hour the 
letter 
from 
Capt. 
Lewis K. Morcy, of the Tenth cavalry, 
giving the first official American version 
of the fighting at Carrizal. 
It had been 
Sdvised, however, that Morey was safe 
jit one of Gen. Pershing's camps and a 
complete report on the affair was ex- 
pected promptly. 


The published text of Capt. Morey's 
letter was construed as indicating that 
the American force was to some extent 
resonsible for the clash. 
Officials noted 
this fact but said that an official ac- 
count from Capt. Morey would be the 
basis of judgment rather than the 
ried note written by a man who was 
expecting death and was suffering from 
Wounds and thirst. 


It was pointed out, however, that Se- 
retarv Lansing's note did not found its 
demands upon a statement that the Mex- 
icans pj-ecipitated the fight.

the question has no direct 
connection 
with the course President Wilson is pur- 
luing.

Today, according to the best infor- 
mation here, his southernmost

is near El Valle, less than fifty milft^ 
from Colonia Dublan, the main base. 
It 
is believed that from El Valle a large 
and mobile force may bo pointed eagt- 
•v^ard in a strategic position toward the 
Mexican Central railroad. 


In the neighborhood of 12,000 men, in

Pershing's army. Reports from the front 
indicate the highest morale among tlie 
men. 


Equipment has been put in the best of 
condition.

"Mr. Arredondo yesterday delivered to 
this government the following commu- 
nication: 


" 'I am directed by my government to 
inform your excellency with reference 
to the Carrizal incident, that the chief 
executive, through 
the 
Mexican

office, gave orders to Gen. Jacinto B. 
Trevino not to permit American forces 
from Gen. Pershing's column to advance 
further south nor to move either east 
rr'west from the points where they are 
1 icated and to oppose new incursions of 
American 
soldiers into Mexican terri- 
tory. 
Tliese orders were 
brought 
by 
Oen. Trevino to the attention of Gen. 
Pershing, who acknowledged the receipt 
cf the communication relative thereto, 
i'n the 22nd instant, as your excellency 
knows, an American force moved east- 
ward quite far from its base, notwith- 
ctanding the above orders, and was en- 
gaged by Mexican troops at Carriza:, 
Elate of Chihuahua. 
AS a result of the

Demand by Uncle Sam. 


"You aro hereby instructed to hand 
to the minister of foreign relations of 


the de facto government the following:

secretary of state of the United States 
on the 24th of June, by Mr. Arredondo, 
under instruction of your government, 
than that it is intended as a

This is taken to show that the 
French commander viewing the situation 
as a strategic Avhole, looks on the'tacti- 
cal success of the Germans on the right 
bank of the Meuse as of but momentary 
significance. 
By the murderous 
fight- 
ing of the past three days the enemy 
has been forced to pause for breath uii- 
der cover of rain of ten and twelve inch 
shells, which has pounded the French 
lines. 


The 
Germans 
spent 
yesterday 
strengthening their new gains and elab- 
orating plans for a further thrust with 
the object of working around Souville 
by the northwest from Fleury. 


The French artillery, 
however, pave 
their foe no rest. 
From BVoi de Terre, 
Belleville, St. Michael and Souville, the 
French guns concentrated a terrific Are 
on the German lin^s and preparations 
were made to resist the onslaught and 
counter attack at the right time. There 
were indications last night that the Ger- 
mans were preparing to attack also on 
the left bank of the river. 
They .'ip- 
parently aim to push forward their lines 
there to correspond with their advance 
on the right and so prevent the French 
from transferring reserves across the 
river.

HAD ACCESS 


TO POISON 
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of Marion Lambert. 
There is no wit- 
ness who testifies that the defendant 
obtained 
from any source any poisj^fi 
prior to the death of Marion Lambert. 


"In outlying the evidence upon which 
the defendant relies, it becomes neces- 
sary to state that evidence in its rela- 
tion to the set of circumstances upon 
which the prosecution has stated it re- 
lies. Many of the facts upon which the 
defense places reliance have already 
been partially brought out by tho pro-i- 
ecution, and in the presentation of some 
of the evidence for the defense, we will 
therefore find that we are explaining 
matters to which there has already been 
reference. 


Makes Answer to State. 


"It will be helpful to group the cir- 
cumstances relied upon by the prosecu- 
tion in the order in which they were 
presented in the opening statement for 
the state. They are: 


"(1) The physical characteristics of 
the place where 
the body 
of Marion 
Lambert was found. 
(2) The mental 
condition of Marion Lambert. 
(3) The 
acts of Marion Lambert for a few days 
prior to her death. 
(4) The condition of 
the body and clothing of Marion Lam-^ 
bert when her body was found. (8) Thé 
properties 
of 
potassium, 
the 
poison 
which caused the death of Marion Lam- 
bert. (6) The relations between the de- 
fendant and Marion Lambert, including 
their correispoadehce^ 
(7) 
The cyanide 
in the greenhouse at the place managed 
by th? defendant's 
father. 
(8) The 
cyanide of potassium at the laboratory 
of the Deerfleld high school, which was 
attended br Marlon Lambert 
(0) The 


14, 1916. 
(10) The relations between 
the defendant and Celeatia Youker. (11) 
The acts of the defendant shoiiily prior 
to February 9, 1916. 
(12) The acta of 
the defendant on February 9, 1916, and 
shortly thereafter, including the declar> 
ations and admissions alleged to have 
been made by^the defendant. 


"As to the physical characteristics of 
the place where the 
body 
of 
Marion 
Lambert was found, it is characterized 
in the opening statement of the prosecu- 
tor as an isolated place. Some evidence 
as to the exact character of this strip 
of woods has been produced by the pros- 
ecution. 
This evidence will be supple- 
mented by the defense, and it will be 
shown that the place is not isolated. 
The place at which tho body was fdund 
was p'-ainly visible from both Sheridau 
road and the raihroad tracks. 


"Aa to the mental condition of Marion 
Lambert, it was stated by tho prosecu- 
tor that she was of a happy disposition, 
and therefore could not have committed 
suicide. In the testimony for the prose- 
cution, however, there have been thrown 
some side lights upon this condition of 
happiness and gaiety. 
While the ex- 
ternal appearance might have been that 
of a light hearted girl, while she kept 
from her parents what she was really 
doing and what she really thought, the 
evidence will demonstrate that in the 
very nature of things she could not have 
been during the monthg prior to her 
death a happy, joyful girl. 
She had 
carried on a clandestine love affair with 
a young man,, which ha/1 culminated in 
an illicit liaison. 


Not a Mere Girl. 


"She was not a mere girl. 
She was 
a young woman %vho at all of the times 
in this case was nearer the age recog- 
nized by the law as the one of legal re- 
sponsibility than was the young man 
with whom she- was associated. That is 
to say she was nearer 18 years old than 
he was 21. 
Her attitude towards this 
love affair is shown by the fact that she 
had preserved and treasured the letters 
in which reference is made in terms of 
strong suggestion to illicit relations be- 
tween herself and the young man, and 
it will be shown that she was either 
laboring under a mental delusion or that 
she was feigning pregnancy, for the pur- 
pose of strengthening her hold upon the 
defendant. 


"In this connection, the defense will 
present testimony of those who have 
special experience in dealing with men- 
tal characteristics of this kind. 
And 
we will show you that 
the 
external 
gaiety of Marion Lambert, coupled with 
what she knew was really going on in 
her mind, and taken in connection with 
her conduct with reference to the defend- 
ant himself, points to a disorganized and 
disorderly mind, to the kind of a mind in 
which there is frequently found an im- 
pulse towards self destruction. 


"Aa to the acts of Marion Lambert for 
a few days prior to her death, some facts 
of significance have already been brought 
out by the prosecution. 
The two human 
beings who were the nearest to Marion 
Lambert on the two or three days prior 
to her death were her chums, Josephine 
Davis and Florence Russell. 
Florence 
Russell stayed with Marion all 
night 
after the birthday party. 
Marion kept 
her awake for more than three hours to 
talk with her about the defendant, and 
said that if the defendant was engaged 
to another girl, she didn't know what 
she would do. 


"The testimony of Josephine Davis is 
to the effect that she told her that she 
was crying at the birthday party on ac- 
count of the defendant, because of her 
fear that he might have forgotten her 
for another girl; and that if he threw 
her over she would kill herself. 
Storm Clouded Her Mind. 
"This evidence as to the storm which 
was clouding her mind will be supole- 
mented by other evidence to be intro- 
duced by the defense. 
Without going 
into detail at this time, it will be suf- 
ficient to say that when all the facts in 
this case are revised, it will appear that 
this love affair had unsettled her reason, 
had brought into her mind delusions and 
imaginings and hallucinations. 


"Other 
significant acts 
of 
Marion 
Lambert for a few days prior to her 
death will be shown in evidence. Among 
her studies in the high school was that 
of chemistry. 
On February 8, the next 
lesson was assigned. 
That lesson cov- 
ered among other things cyanide, and in 
the text book there was a statement as 
to the deadly poisonous character of this 
compoimd. 
In the laboratory in the 
school was a bottle containing a liquid 
solution of cyanide of potassium. 
This 
bottle was on a shelf in plain view and 
was labeled in large letters "cyanide of 
potassium." 
In the store room which 
was connected with the laboratory by a 
door which was never locked, was anoth- 
er bottle labeled "cyanide of potassium," 
in which in crystal form was a quantity 
of cyanide sufficient to have killed sev- 
eral hundred people. 


"Soon after this lesson was assigned, 
Marion Lambert, having in mind that 
the defendant was coming to see her that 
night or tho next day, went, against tho 
rules into the laboratory. 
She was ob- 
served there by her instructor in chem- 
istry. 
What she was doing there, of 
course no one will ever know, but it is 
significant that one of the books that 
she was studying when Will Orpet called 
her up on Tuesday at eight o'clock was 
her chemistry. 


As to the condition of the body and 
clothing of Marion Lambert when her 
body 
was 
found, 
the 
facts 
already 
brought out by the prosecution will be 
supplemented by other facts, relating, 
first to the powder on the hand; second, 
to the matter temoved from the mouth 
by the undertaker after her death; third, 
as to the spots on the coat, and fourth, 
as to the books under the arm. 
Not Necessarily from Poison. 
"It will be shown that the powder on 
tlie hand did not necessarily come from 
a solution of" cyanide of potassium. 
It 
will be shown that the spots on the coat 
either could have been produced from 
powder in crystal line form, in the con- 
ditions under which this poison was tak- 
en, or that tliey could have resulted from 
the manner in which 
the 
body 
was 
handled after it was removed from the 
place were it was found to the under- 
taking establishment. 


"Exact evidence will be produced by 
the defense to show that the powder 
found on the right hand might easily 
have been the result of the powder hav- 
ing been taken from the hand by the 
tongue or lips, and that in the convul- 
sions the hand might have been brought 
in contact with some snow which was 
upon the groimd, thereby producing ab- 
solutely the same condition as if a sat* 
urated solution had been spilled on the 
hand. 


"There will be evidence as to 
the 
length of time required to produce death 
in the case of cyanide of potassium pois- 
oning, and it will be shown that the best 
authorities are to the effcet that deatli 


from cyanide in powder than from cy- 
anide in liquid form. 
This grows out 
of the fact that the poisonous agent is 
hydrocyanic acid, and that if either the 
mouth or the stomach happens to be acid, 
the chemical reaction in the case of pow- 
der is more rapid than in the case of 
liquid. 


Relations Between Them. 


"The relations between the defendant 
and Marion Lambert started but with a 
boy and girl flirtation, in which the girl 
was obviously responsive to the advances 
of the boy. It culminated in an intimate 
relationship. Marion Lambert, either be- 
lieving or pretending to believe that she 
was in a delicate condition, sought to 
lead the defendant to think that he was 
responsible for her condition. It is plain 
from the correspondence 
that the de- 
fendant doubted that anything had hap- 
pened. 


"The prosecution relies upon the fact 
that there was cyanide of potassium in 
the greenhouse on the McCormick es- 
tate, managed by the defendant's father. 
It is sufficient to say that the evidence 
for the defense will demonstrate that 
the poison which killed Marion Lambert 
was the kind of poison to which she had 
access at the Deerfield high school, and 
not the kind of poison which was found 
in the greenhouse. 


"Reference was made in the opening 
statement of the prosecution to the fact 
that the deceased was ill about three 
weeks before her death, and some at- 
tempt has been made to connect this ill- 
ness with the guilt of the defendant. 
But it will be shown that this illness was 
a case of pure hysteria, and it is one of 
the circumstances which supports the po- 
sition that the girl had a mind which 
was inclined towards suicide. 


Orpet and Miss Youker 


"As to th^ relations between the de- 
fendant and Celestia Youker, it will ap- 
pear that there was no definite engage- 
ment between them to be married in the 
near future. The defendant was in col- 
lege, and had nearly two years of his 
college course ahead of him. He had then 
his professional education to obtain. 
It 
will appear that there is absolutely noth- 
ing in his relation with Celestia Youker 
which could have furnished any motive 
whatever for the commission of a cold- 
blooded murder. 


"It is inconceivable 
that if he was 
planning to commit murder, he should 
have used the language in the letters 
which he wrote to Marion 
Lambert, 
knowing as he did that Josephine Davis 
had full knowledge of the relations which 
had existed between, them, and of the 
fact that he expected to see her. 


"The prosecution has also referred to 
the letters written by him and left with 
Otto Peterson to be posted while he was 
away from Madison. It will appear from 
the evidence that in the very nature of 
things these letters could not have been 
the act of a man who was plotting mur- 
der, and there will be a full and com- 
plete and satisfactory explanation as to 
the circumstances under which they were 
written. 


"Reference 
is 
made in the opening 
statement by the prosecution to the in- 
ference Jto be drawn from the language in 
one letter to Marion Lambert, that he 
did not know whether he would get an 
answer or not. T<^assume that he would 
use this language in a letter written as 
a part of a plot 
to commit murder, 
knowing that it would not come to the 
one to whom it was addressed but would 
fall into the hands of her parents is to 
attribute to him a weak and feeble men- 
tal coalition, utterly inconsistent with 
the deliberate 
plot 
of 
murder here 
charged against him. 


"It will appear from the evidence when 
the real facts about these letters are ex- 
plained that they show how easy it is to 
place 
a 
sinister 
interpretation 
upon 
things in themselves perfectly innocent 
and having no significance in indicating 
guilt of a wilful and wanton crime. 


"The evidence will 
show that there 
was nothing in what the defendant said 
or did at his meeting with Marion Lam- 
bert on February 9, which indicates that 
he had the slightest intention of giving 
her any poison. That she took the poison 
after he had left her; that attracted by 
something which she had done, he looked 
back and saw her lying upon the ground, 
and when he returned to where she was 
lying, realizing that she had done some- 
thing terrible, he lost control over his 
senses and did the apparently cowardly 
but extremely natural thing for one of 
his mental condition and temperament, 
of running away. 


"The defendant was shocked, bewild- 
ered and overcome. He is of a nervous 
disposition, and the professional evidence 
w^ill show that under circumstances of 
great shock persons of his temperament 
will do things which appear improper 
and irrational. 
This will furnish a coni- 
plete explanation of his conduct in Madi- 
son, and of the manner in which he acted 
when he was accused." 


Orpet himself will be the chief wit- 
ness for the defense. He alone was pres- 
ent when the girl died from poisoning 
r.n Feb. 9. last.

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Indiana Will 
Respond. 


Secretary Baker has given appVoval of the suggestion that if there 
is necessity for a call for further troops for service in Mexico, Indiana 
be permitted to organize a complete brigade, and the approval has 
been formally transmitted to Adjutant General Bridges at Indianap- 
olis. There need be no fear of Indiana. She doesn't want to fight, but 
ifthe absolute necessity arises, Hoosierdom will give a splendid account 
of herself- The state which gave 300 volunteers to the Black Hawk 
war in 1832, 4,595 to the fight with Mexico which began in 1846, 207,- 
497 to the tremendous civil war struggle and 7,421 to the clash with 
Spain in 1898 will do her full duty in the new crisis. 


The state's patriotism is being splendidly demonstrated by the 
rush of recruiting that is now going forward everywhere. In time of 
peace the national guard membership had run down to an almost in- 
significant figure. Scarcely a company in the entire state was up to 
the maximum figure in membership for the reason that, with the actual 
necessity for action absent, the idea of the military does not claim first 
attention of Indiana young men. When the call comes, however, there 
is no holding back.. This is being exemplified in Fort Wayne as well 
as in other Indiana cities and towns, where in a few daj^s the member- 
ship of the militia companies has been almost doubled by the rush of 
young men who came forward to volunteer their services the moment 
there was promise of action. If the Mexican crisis cannot be stayed 
and stern duty forces the issue to open hostility, the Indiana brigade 
plan will go through. 


In this connection there comes discussion regarding the appoint- 
ment of an Indiana officer of the regular army as brigadier general for 
the Indiana brigade, and among those mentioned for the honor is Col. 
F. H. French, of the Twenty-first infantry, now stationed at Yuma, 
Ariz. Col. French is a Fort Wayne man, and if there is call for a new 
brigadier general to command the Indiana brigade, it would be im- 
mensely gratifying to see the honor fall upon Col. French- 


The inauguration of the municipal band concerts in the Fort 
[Wayne parks for the new season has been marked by the same fine 
popular interest and the same genuine enjoyment that has character- 
ized these events in previous years. They do not grow old and they do 
not lose their charm. Some thousa,nds of people flocked to Swinney 
park to hear the opening program, and still other thousands within a 
wide radius were able to enjoy the delightful harmony from their 
homes.

Herbert Quick Tells

(This is the first of four stories in 
which Herbert Quick, who knows politics 
from A to Z, tells the real inside story 
of the death of the progressive 
party, 
bom four years ago and just laid to rest. 
—Editor).

It was in May, 1910, that Bob La Fol- 
lette astonished a group of ua at his 
Wisconsin homo by saying the return of 
Roosevelt from Africa would be a great 
peril to the insurgent movement, that 
the best thing for it would be for Roose- 
velt openly to oppose it, that if Roose- 
velt associated 
himself with it either 
openly or covertly he would rule it or 
ruin it—and that if he rules it he would 
surely ruin it. 


I suspect that not two persons there 
believed in what La Follette said. The 
question now is: Waa La Follette a 
prophet in May, 1910? 


Roosevelt returned June 18, 1910. He 
refused to identify himself with the pro- 
gressive republican movement. He de- 
clared that in his judgment Taft could

Roosevelt himself was for Taft. 
He 
controlled absolutely the republican state 
convention of 1910 at Saratoga, and had 
adopted a platform lauding Taft and the 
Taft administration to the skies, 
and 
nominated Stimson for governor. 


The colonel and the colonel's nominee 
were licked limp in New York in that 
election. It marked the lowest declina- 
tion of the colonel's star since he had 
been in public life. 


After that election 
the word began 
coming to the big insurgents 
by 
the 
political grapevine 
telegraph lines that 
Roosevelt was getting more and more in- 
surgent in his views, and was beginning 
to have his doubts about Taft. 


At that time Dolliver, 
Bristow, La 
Follette, Bourne, Poindexter, Pinchot, 
Gronna, Hubbard, 
Cummins—the great 
insurgent group—for months had Taft's 
hide nailed to the insurgent back fence, 
and insurgency was sweeping the coun- 
try like wildfire. Every intelligent ob- 
server west of the meridian of Indian- 
apolis knew it—and the colonel knew it. 
Hence these messages. 


In the spi>ng of 1911 he found out 
more about it. He took a swing around 
tho circle on a speech-making tour, and 
he found out two things. 


1'he first was that his New York de- 
fi?at had not robbed him of his great hold 
on the people of the country; the second 
was that insurgency was rampant. 


So he went back home and sent word 
to the insurgent 
group in Washington 
that he had changed 
his mind about 
Taft's strength, and that he thought the 
insurgents ought to nominate a candi- 
date against him. 


Prior to this time, he had believed that 
Taft could not be 
beaten—^which was 
correct, as it turned out—and that with 
Taft renonynated, the thing to do was 
to have him beaten at the polls. 


He did not say that Taft's defeat at 
the polls, with 
no fight made which 
would bring any other republican into 
rominence against him in 1912, would 
lave left the 
ways 
greased 
for the 
launching of the colonel's boom as the 


savior of the G. O. P. in 1916. Possibly 
the colonel may have thought of that, 
however. Just possibly. 


Now, however, he became favorable to 
a fight against Taft's renomination. He 
sent word that a man should be put up 
against him in the convention. He as- 
serted that La Follette was that man. 
He began speaking of La Follette's work 
in Wisconsin. He would not promise to 
get out in the open for La Follette; but 
he did promise to assume what may be 
called a position of "benevolent neutral- 
ity." 


In other words, Roosevelt did all he 
could to boom the insurgent fight against 
Taft's renomination. 
He sent word to 
La Follette that La Follette could run 
and be defeated without being injured. 
To his friends he said that for him to 
run and lose would "spoil his place in 
history," 


I wonder a little whether his place in 
history has not been now spoiled quite 
as thoroughly. But I see I can't finish 
this story today. Permit me to resume 
tomorrow.

MUCH UmE FEED 
HOW BIG WiSTED 


Government Experts G-ive 
.Advice as to Better 
Procedure. 


Washington, D. C.. June 26.— A vast 
quantity of feed availabl& for cattle is 
now either wasted absolutely or put to 
some less profitable use, says a recent 
report which the department of agricul- 
ture has just published as part four of 
a comprehensive survey of the entire 
meat situation in the United 
States. 
Failure to utilize the full value of this 
material 
has 
increased 
unnecessarily 
the cost of producing meat, has dimin- 
ifhed the profits from cattle fffeding and 
)ios discouraged many farmers from en 
gaging in an industry essential to their 
permanent prosperity. 


According to the report already men- 
tioned, the loss in grain, straw and 
corn stover 
amounts 
to 
more than 
$100,000,000 annually. 
Both of these 
products are disposed of most economic- 
ally when, fed to cattle in connection 
with some form of 
concentrated feed. 
Straw is especially valuable in carrying 
the breeding herd through the winter, in 
wintering stockers and^ as a supplemen- 
tary 
roughage 
for 
fattening 
cattle. 
Stover, too, is an ^cellent feed for win- 
tering cattle, especially mature breeding 
rows. 
Nevertheless, in many sections 
of the country, where these products are 
abundant, little attempt is made to take 
advantage of their value for these pur- 
poses. 


Of an annual straw crop of approxi- 
mately 120,000,000 tons, it is estimated 
tliat only two-thirds is put to its best 
use—livestock production. 
Of the re- 
mainder a little more than one-half is 
sold or turned under and the rest—15 
per cent, of the total crop—is burned. 


Burning is practically 
an 
absolute 
waste and although plowing under does 
contribute something to soil fertility, the 
benefit to the land is less than 
that 
which would be derived from the use of 
the straw to produce manure. 
"Of all 
systems of obtaining permanent soil fer- 
tility," says the report, "none is so prac- 
tical or as easily available as that of 
feeding live stock." 


The average value of all kinds of 
straw is placed at about $5 a ton. 
In 
many sections, of course, no such price 
can be realized for it, and as a matter 
of fact only about 8 per cent of the 
crop actually is sold. 
The figure men- 
tioned, however, may be taken as repre- 
senting the value to the farmer of straw 
if he will use it properly in his farming 
operations as feed or bedding. 
In order 
to illustrate how this may be done the 
report gives three sample rations for 
wintfiring a breeding herd of beef cattle 
on straw combined with silage, shock 
corn and cottonseed or linseed meal. Any 
one of these rations, it is said, will prove 
economical.

London, June 26.—Sir Roger Casement, 
chief conspirator in the Sinn Fein revolt 
in Ireland today faced trial for his life 
on a charge of high treason in the high 
court of justice. 


Up to the very moment of the opening 
of the trial no indication was given by 
his counsel as to what would be the na- 
ture of the accused man's defense. Fran- 
cis i t Doyle, of Philadelphia, who has 
been retained by Casement's family, had 
refused to say anything beyond denying 
a report that his client would throw him- 
self on the mercy of the government. 


Sir Roger Casement has been in jail 
since April 25, when he was captured on 
the west coast of Ireland, after having 
been landed from 
a 
German steamer, 
which was attempting to run the Brit- 
ish blockade and land a cargo of arms in 
Ireland for the projected revolution. The 
steamer was blown up by its crew when j 
they found that its capture by a British | 
patrol boat was inevitable. 


Up to a year beic>re the war broke out. 
Casement had been in the British consul 
service in which he served a total of 18 
years. 
He had attained wide celebrity 
for his exposure of the rubber attrocities 
in Brazil and also in the Congo. 
Shortly 
after the outbreak of the war, Casement 
went to Berlin where he opened negotia- 
tions for aid for an Irish rebellion. 
On 
hia arraignment before a majority fol- 
lowing his character, Irish prisoners of 
war who had been exchanged, testified 
that he had endeavored to persuade cap- 
tured Irish soldiers to join a revolution- 
ary force which was to bo despatched to 
Ireland. 


The Sinn Fein revolt of Dublin the day 
before the capture of Casement. 
It was 
suppressed after uloody 
fighting, 
prin- 
cipally in Dublin, in which several hun- 
dred people were killed and a major por- 
tion of the business section of the Irish 
capital reduced to ashes 
by 
artillery. 
Nearly a score of the ring leaders were 
summarily executed by court martial fol- 
lowing the crushing of the revolt. 
More 
than 1,000 of the rank and file of the 
rebels were transported to English jails, 
where large niunbers are still held under 
Jong term sentences.

Inventor of New Device Has 


Firm Faith in Wonders 
of His Plan—Sees Cheap 
Transportation as Out- 
come of Its Use. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 
26.—The 
mono-rail car "will solve tTie long dis- 
tance city travel problem. 
It will not 
only solve the problem but afford a much 
cheaper and more satisfactory means of 
transportation for the busy people of 
the working world. 


So says Harry W. Brown, inventor of 
e mono<rail system, which he is now ex- 
hibiting here. 
Brown's model of his 
mono-rail car is attracting keen inter- 
est not only from the ordinary citizen, 
but from capitalists and representatives 
of foreign governments as well. 


"With the mono-rail car I can equip 
a system at a cost of $10,000 a mile 
and can haul a passenger for one-half a 
cent a mile," says Brown, "Cheap trans- 
portation is the desire of the public, 
naturally. 
It can be obtained through 
the mono-rail system." 


Brown has spent six years and $33,- 
000 in constructing various models of 
his car and in exhibitions before the 
American public. 
He has no stock to 
eell and declares he has no desire to 
yield hie patents to a corporation. 


"I hope to make my invention of real 
benefit to the poor man—to the Ameri- 
can people," he says. 
"If I can develop 
a cheap system of 
transportation, 
it 
should be of benefit to the poor man. 
I 
know I have the right plan in the mono- 
rail car. 
^Miat I hope to do is to have 


H. W. Brown and a model of his mono-rail car with which he declares he can revolutionize the present system of urban 


and interurban transportation. 


ordinary citizens in various sections of 
the country organize railway companies. 


will furnish the system and take my 
share of stock in the people's companies. 
That's all I want." 


The mono-rail car is on a track 12 
feet above the ground, 
supported 
by 
standards and braces built to withstand 
a pressure of 120 tons at the weakest 


point. 
Each car is equipped with an in- 
dividual motor. 
On each side of the one 
wheel track are four steel wheels which 
maintain the equilibrium of the car. The 
weight of a car and truck is only two 
and a half tons. 
With a 30-horsepower 
motor, Brown says he can develop a 
safe speed of 143 miles an hour. 
One 
car will hold 20 persons, but since each 


car has its own motor, as many cars as 
desired can be operated as one train. 


The Japanese government is interest- 
ed in Brown's invention. 
Agents of the 
Mikado hare taken motion pictures of 
the mono-rail car for exhibition before 
high officials in Japan. 


Brown was an Alaskan miner before 
he began work on his car inventions.

As it is a physical impossibility to 
answer these letters and telegrams in- 
dividually, I beg of the courtesy of the 
senders that they will accept this public 
statement in lieu of such answers. 


Before speaking of anything else, I 
wish to express my heartiest and most 
unstinted 
admiration for the character 
and services of tne men and women who 
made up the progressive national con- 
vention in 1916.

obligatory service in 
time of war. 
Such universal obligatory 
training and service 
are the noTjjnary 
complements of universal suft'rage, and

the 
realisation of the true

Sooner or later the national principles 
championed by the progressives of 1012 
must in their general effect be embodied 
in the structure of our national exist-

and interest, it stood on an even lower 
level than the administration of Buchan 
an. 
No administration in our history 
had done more to relax the spring of 
the national will and to deaden the na- 
tional con^ience. 
Within the repub- 
lican party conflicting forces were 
at 
work. 
There were men among the or 
ganization 
leaders 
who 
advocated 
i 
coiirse of action such as offered no im 
frovement upon the democratic position 
and advocated the nomination of candi- 
dixtes whose election would have repre- 
sented no improvement upon the con- 
tinuance in office of Mr. Wilson. If sucli 
a course were followed, it would obvi- 
ously become our duty to run a third 
ticket. 
But it was plainly our duty to 
do everything honorable in order to pre- 
vent such a necessity; to do everything 
short of sacrificing our most sacred con- 
victions in order to secure the align- 
ment under one leadership of the forces 
opposed to the continuance in power of 
Mr. Wilson and the democratic party. 


Under these circumstances the pro- 
gressive national committee, at Chica- 
go, in January, outlined our duty to 
seek common action with the republican 
party, using the following words: "Our 
people are seeking leadership—leader- 
ship of the highest order and most cour- 
ageous character, 
leadership 
that will 
draft to ifeelf for the country's benefit 
the unselfish and patriotic services of its 
ablest citizens. 
The surest way to se- 
cure for our country the required lead- 
ership will be by having, if possible, 
both the progressive 
and 
republican 
parties choose the same standard bearer 
and the same principles." 


Asks Similar Combination. 


Six weeks later, on March nth, in my 
Trinidad statement, I asked for a sim- 
ilar combination against the democratic 
party, on a 
platform 
of 
"clean-cut, 
Btrightout national Americanism," and 
for a candidate "who will not merely 
stand for such a program before elec- 
tion, but will resolutely and in good 
faith put it through if elected." 


This was, in effect, the same state- 
ment that I made in my telegram to 
ex-Senator Jackson, pending the con- 
vention, which ran in part as follows: 
"Can we not, forgetting past differences, 
now join, for the safety and honor of 
our country, to enforce the policies of 
genuine Americanism and genuine pre- 
paredness? 
Surely we can afford to act 
in accordance with the words of Abra- 
ham Lincoln when he said, 'May not all 
having a common interest reunite in a 
common effort to save our common coun- 
try T 
May we ask those who have not 
differed with us to join in this same 
spirit tpward those who have?' 
As far 
as my own soul is known to me it is 
in this same spirit that at this time I 
make my appeal to the republicans and 
progressives assembled at Chicago." 


Did Soma Talking, Too. 


In addition to these public 
state- 
ments I had also stated my own atti- 
tude verbally, . and in letters, during 
the weeks immediately 
preceding the 
convention, to scores of leading pro- 
gressives from all parts of. the country, 
including manv of the leaders at the 
convention. 
To these men I expressed 
my earnest hope that the republicans 
would so act as to make it possible for 
the progressives to join with them. 
I 
stated to them, however, that in view 
of the attitude of some of the repub- 
lican leaders it was at least conceiv- 
able that we should be put in a position 
where our highest duty, our fealty to 
the country, our sense of what patriot-

I do not 
believe 
that 
there 
should be a third ticket, 
I believe thar 
when my fellow progressives coolly coii- 
fider thè question they will for the most 
part take this position. They and I have 
but one purpose—the purpose to servo 
our common country.

German-American Alliance, 
j is urged against Mr. Hughes thnt 
h , was supported by the various 
so- 
ciffed German-American Alliances. I bc- 
Teve that the attitude of these profes- 
sional German-Americans was due, not 
in the 
least to any 
liking 
for 
IMr. 
Hughes, but solely to their antagonism 
to me. 
They were bound to defeat ino 
for the nomination. 
The only way by 
which they 
could achieve this object 
was by supporting 5ir. Hughes and they 
fupported him accordingly, without any 
T?gnrd to other considerations. 
I need 
lirdly repeat what I have already snid 
i I stern reprobation of this professional 
( erman-American element^—the element 
<\'pified by the German-American Alli- 
ances and the similar bodies, which have, 
i 1 the pre-nomination campaign, played 
r:)t merely an un-American but a thor- 
oughly anti-American part. 
These men 
have nothing in common with the great 
body of Americans who are in whole or 
in part of German blood; and who. are 
precisely as good Americans as those of 
any other ancestry. 


' Professional 
German-Americans 


There are not, and never 'have been, 
In all our land, better citizens than the 
great mass of the men and women of 
German birth or descent who 
have 
been or are being completely merged in 
our common American hatlonallty; a 
nationality distinct from 
ynain Eu- 
rope, for Americans who 
are 
good 
Americans are no more German-Amer- 
icans than they are 
English-Amer- 
icajis, or Irish-Americans, or Scandi- 
navian-Americans. Tihey are 
Amer- 
icans and nothing else. No good Amer- 
ican, whatever his ancestry or creed, 
can have any feeling except scorn and 
detestation for those professional Ger- 
man-Americans who seek to make the 
American president in effect a viceroy 
of the German emperor. The profes- 
sional German-Americans of this type 
are acting purely in the sinister In- 
terest of Germany. Tliey have shown 
their eager readiness to sacrifice the 
Interest of the United States when- 
ever its interest conflicted with that 
of Germany. They represent that ad- 
herence to the politico-racial hyphen 
which Is the badge and sign of moral 
treason to the republic. I have singled 
these men out for specific denuncia- 
tion, and assuredly if I support a can- 
didate it may be accepted as proof 
that I am certain that the candidate is 
Incapable of being Influenced by the 
evil intrigues of 
these 
hypenated 
Americans. 


Mr. Hughes' character and his whole 
course of conduct In 
public 
affairs 
justify us In the assured 
conviction 
that the fact that these men have for 
their own purposes supported him will. 
In no shape or way, affects his public 
actlona before or .after election. 
His 
entire public life Is a guarantee of 
tha. 


Wilson's Deeda and Words. 


The events of the last three and a 
half years have shown that as muoh 
cannot be said for Mr. Wilson. In Mr. 
WUson'o case we do not have to con- 
sider his words, but his deeda. 
HIa 


is folly to pay heed to 
any 
of 
the 
promises in the platform on which he 
now stands in view of the fact that 
almost everj' important promise con- 
tained in the platform on which he 
stood four years ago has since been 
broken. We owe all of 
our 
present 
trouble with the professional German- 
American element in the United States 
to Mr. Wilson's timid and vacillating 
course during the last two years. The 
defenders of Mr, Wilson have alleged 
in excuse for him that he confronted 
a difficult situation. As regards Mex- 
ico, the situation which Mr. Wilson 
confronted was nothing like as dif- 
ficult as that which President McKin- 
ley confronted In connection with Cuba 
and the Philippines at the time of the 
Spanish war. Under the actual 
cir- 
cumstances we could 
with 
only 
a 
minimum of risk have protested on be- 
half of Belgium, a sma;ll, well-behaved 
nation, when she was exposed to the 
last extremity of outrage by the brutal 
violation of her neutral rights; 
this 
violation being Itself a violation of The 
Hague conventions to wliieh we were 
a signatory power. 


Foreign Situation Generally, 
As regards the foreign situation gen- 
erally during the great war, the fact of 
the existence of the war made it far 
easier and safer for Mr. Wilson to assert 
our rights than if he had had to deal 
with soine single strong power which 
was at the time imhampered by war. 
During the past twenty years questions 
have arisen with powers of 
the 
first 
rank, such as England, Japan and Ger- 
many, eacli of which has necessitated far 
greater courage, resolution 
and 
judg- 
ment on tile part of the president deal- 
ing with it than President Wilson need 
have shown in order to put a complete 
stop to the continually repeated murder 
of American men, women and children 
on tlie high seas by German submarines 
—tlie Lusitania being merely the worst 
of such cases. 
The .same feebleness that 
was shown by President Wilson in deal- 
ing with 
Germany 
abroad 
was 
also 
shown by him in dealing with the or- 
ganized German outrages within our own 
land, and, finally, in dealing with the 
organized German-American vote. 
The 
continued 
existence 
of 
the 
German- 
American menace at home is directly 
due to Mr. Wilson's course of action the 
past two years. 


Republican Convention Action, 
Certain of my friends who feel that 
t ie progressives should run a tiiird tickct 
biso their feeling on objection to ili'i 
ciaracter or actions of the republican 
national 
convention. 
As regards t}ii=i 
point, it is sufficient to say that the 
ntenibcrs of the republican national con- 
^»ntion were unquestionably induced to 
nominate Mr. Hughes primarily becausc 
of the belief that hi.«? integrity and force 
i f character, and his ^ong rccord of ad- 
Ji irable public service, would make him 
I >culiarly acceptable, not only to the 
n n k and file of the republican party, 
lilt to the people generally. 
I do not 
believe that Mr. Hughes 
would 
have 
been nominated if it had not been for 
the fight on behalf of public decency and 
t'lliciency which the progressive 
party 
has waged during the past four years. 


In any event, and without any regarJ 
i ) what the personal fcolinga of any of 
Urf may be as regards the action of the 
I'^publican convention, I wish very sol- 
tmnly to ask the representatives of the 
progressive party 
to consider at 
tliis 
time only the welfare of the people of 
the United States. We shall prove falsi- 
fy our ideals and our professions if, in 
this grave crisis of the nation's life, wo 
jiermit oursolvea to be swerved from 
this one'prime duty of serving with cool 
j ulgment and single-minded devotion the 
nation's needs. 
Our own political for- 
tunes, individually and collectively, are 
cf no consequcnce whatever, when com- 
pared with the honor and welfare of the 
people of the United States. Such thing, 
do not count when weighed in the bal- 
ance a ^ i n s t our duty to serve well the 
country in which, after we are dead, our 
children and our children's children arc 
to live. 


World in a Crisis. 


The world is passing through a great 
crisis and no man can tell what trial 
and jeopardy will have to be faced by 
this nation during the years immediately 
ahead. 
There is now no longer before 
us for decision the question as to what 
particular man we may severally most 
desire to see at the head of the gov- 
ernment. 
We can decide only whether 
during these possibly vital years this 
country shall be entrusted to the lead- 
ership of Mr. Hughes or Mr. Wilson. 


Mr. Wilson'has been tried and found 
wanting. 
His party, because of its de- 
votion to the outworn theory, of state 
rights, and. because of its reliance upon 
purely sectional support, stands -against 
that spirit of far sighted 
nationalism 
which is e8£«:tial if we are to deal 
adequately with our gravest social and 
industrial problems. 
Mr. Wilson 
and 
his party have in actual practice lament- 
ably failed to safeguard the interest and 
honor of the United States. 
They have 
brought us to impotence abroad and to 
division and weakness at home. 
They 
have accustomed us ,to see the highest 
and most responsible offices of govern- 
ment filled by incompetent men appoint- 
ed only for reasons of partisan politics. 
They have dulled the moral sense of the 
people. They have taught-us that peace, 
the peace of cowardice and dishonor and 
indifference to the -welfare of others, is 
to be put above righteousneu, above the 
atern and upflinrhinur performance of 


pleasant. 
Yet in 
Mexico they 
have 
failed even to secure the peace which 
they thus sought; and they have failed 
ill spite of the most ample opportunity 
and most ample warning, to prepare in 
any real fashion to meet the crisis whicb 
their own policy invited. 
They have" 
taught us to put "safety first," safety 
before duty and honor; to put that ma- 
terialism which expresses itself in mere 
money making, and in the fatted ease, 
of life, above all spiritual things, ábove 
all the high and fine instincts of the 
soul. 
They have taught us to accept 
adroit 
elocution as a 
substitute 
for 
straightforward 
and 
efficient . action- 
They have raised indecision, hesitancy 
and vacillation into a settled govern- 
mental policy. 


Mr. Hughes has shown in his career 
the instinct of efficiency which will guar- 
antee that, under him, the government 
will once more work 
with 
vigor 
and 
force. 
He 
possesses 
that 
habit 
of 
straightforward thinking which means 
that his words will be correlated with 
his deeds and translated into facts. His 
past career is the warrant for our belief 
tliat he will be the unfaltering opponent 
of that system of invisible government 
which tlnds expression in the domina- 
tion of the party boss and the party 
machine. 
His past career is a guaran- 
tee that whatever he says before election 
will be made good by his acts after elec- 
tion. 
iilorally, his public record shows 
him to be a man of unbending integrity; 
intellectualljs it shows him to be a man 
of original and trained ability. We have 
the alternative of continuing in office an 
administration which has proved a la- 
mentable failure, or of putting into of- 
fice an administration which we have 
ever}' reason to believe will function 
with efTiciency for the interest and hon- 
of all our people.

Carranza Halts Movement to 
U. S. ou Ground of Mil- 
itary Necessity. 


New York, June 26.—Military authori 
ties of Mexico have prohibited the de 
parture from that country of any of 
her subjects—either men or women—on 
the grounds of "military necessity," ac 
cording to passengers and officers on the 
Ward line steamer Esperanza, which ar 
rived here yesterday from Tampico, Vera 
Cruz and Progreso. 


The passengers sai® the decree was 
issued from ' the office of the de facto 
president of the republic just prior to 
the sailing of the Esperanza from Tam 
pico, and it stopped between thirty and 
forty Mexicans who had planned to ta,kc 
the ship for the United States. 
At Véra 
Cruz and at Progreso the situation was 
the same. 


Situation in Ports Serious. 


The Esperanza brought more than 100 
passengers from the Mexican ports, the 
majority officials and employes of Amcr 
ican mining and oil companies. 
They 
united in saying that the situation in 
all the port cities was serious when they 
left, and that the safety of Americans 
depended upon the uncertain power the 
military authorities held over the people 
upported by the fear of the United 
•States war vessels, which Mexicans gen 
erallv believed to be waiting within easy 
call. " 


Among the passengers was Albert En 
nis, a mining man, who for several years 
has been making his headquarters at 
Vera Cruz. During the time the port was 
occupied by United 
States 
forces 
he 
acted aa internal revenue collector for 
the military 
government. 
Mr. 
Ennis 
said the people of Mexico, other than 
those having military or political ambi- 
tions, are anxiously awaiting American 
intervention, believing that it will be 
the only means out of the chaos, which 
has existed for nearlyrfive years. 


Most Wells Closed. 


Several oil men from Tampico, v^'ho 
declined to permit their names to be 
used, confirmed previous reports 
that 
most of the companies have closed tbeir 
wells, in many cases cementing them up 
for an indefinite shutdown. 


In the state of Yucatan, aside from 
employes of the steamship lines, there 
are less than a dozen Americans left, ac- 
cording to one of the officers of the ship 
It was understood at Progreso that 
the Mexicans are prepared to evacuate 
the coast cities and take up prepared 
positions in the interior if war is de- 
clared.

Left in Desert by Three 
Men He Ordered Away, 
Morey is Bescued. 


San Antonio, Tex., June 
26.—Capt. 
Lewis Morey, wounded and confronting 
death in the desert, wrote the first of- 
ficial report on the battle of Carrizal 
which has been received by Gen. Fun- 
ston. 


His report shows that the Mexicans 
fired the first shots. 
The 
Americans, 
seeing themselves surrounded and great- 
ly outnumbered, formed in battle array 
and advanced against 
the 
ambush^rs 
when the hail of lead swept down on 
them from the machine guns and rifles 
of the Carranza troops. 


The letter was carried to the Amer- 
ican by three troopers 
of 
the 
Tenth 
cavalry 
who 
were 
picked 
up in 
the 
desert by a rescue column. 
It was for- 
warded to Gen. Funston last night. 
Text of Morey's Letter. 
Following is the text of Capt. Morey's 
letter: 


"Carrizal, Mex., June 21, 1916, 9:15 
a. m.—To commanding officer, Ojo Fred- 
erico: 
My 
troop reached 
Ojo 
Santo 
Domingo at 5:30 p. m. June 20. 
Met 
troop C, under Capt. Boyd. 
I cajne un- 
der Qipt. Boyd's command and marched 
my troop in rear for Carrizal at 4:15 
a. m. 
Reached open field to southeast of 
town at 6:30 a. m. 


"Capt. Boyd sent in a note requesting 
permission to pass through the town. 
This was refused. 
Stated we could go 
to the north, but not east. 
Capt. Boyd 
said he was going to Ahumada at this 
time. 


"He was talking with Carranza, com- 
mander; Gen. Gomez was sent a writ- 
ten message that Capt. Boyd was bring- 
ing force in town and wished to have a 
conference. 


Capt. Boyd feared an ambush. 
He was under the impression that 
the Mexicans would run as soon as we 
fired. 


We formed for attack, his intention 
being to move up to the line of about 
120 Mexicans on the edge of the town. 
We formed troop C on the left in line 
of skirmishers, one platoon of troop K 
on right of line, and another troop K 
platoon on extreme right, sscheloned a 
little to the rear. 


Firing Is Begun by Mexicans. 
'WTien we were within 300 yards the 
Mexicans opened fire and a strong one 
before we fired a shot; then we opened 
up. 
They did not run, to make a long 
account short. 
After about an houv'.s 
fire, in which both troops had advanced 
C troop to position of Mexican machine 
gun and K troop closing in slightly to 
the left. 


"We were busy on the right keeping 
off a flank attack. 
A group of Mex- 
icans left town, went around our rear, 
and drove our 
led 
horses 
away at a 
gallop. 


Americans Forced to Yield Ground. 
"At about 9 o'clock one platoon of 
Troop K, Avhich was on our right, fell 
back. 
Sergeant said he could not stay 
there. 
Both platoons fell back about 
1,000 yards to the west and then to- 
gether with some men of Troop C who 
were there these men scattered. 


'I was slightly wounded. 
Capt. Boyd, 
man told me, Avas killed. 
Nothing 
was seen of Lieut. Adair after 
fight 
started, so man I saw stated. 


"I am hiding in a hole 2,000. yardd 
from field and have one other wounded 
man and three men Avith me. 


"Morey, Captain." 
The three troopers 
by 
their 
story 
showed that their captain had displayid 
the highest courage, ordering them to 
go forAvard and 
abandon 
him, 
saving 
themselves and carrying the word to his 
superiors. 


These men brought the first official 
accoant of the full battle at Carrizal. 
The stories which have reached head- 
quarters up to this time were brought 
in by the horse holders, M'ho saw the 
start of the fight but were forced to re- 
treat when a circling movement by the 
Mexicans threateneij them with capture. 


Army officers who have served with 
Capt. Morey today read of the endur- 
ance he showed in his e.^e-ape across tlie 
desert after the battle of Carrizal. Morey, 
who is 41 years old, is looked upon as 
one of the most physically lit men in 
the army and brother officers attribute 
his escape wounded and alone to this 
fact and to his grit and bravery. 


Although Morey was one of the star 
men in the West Point class of IflOO, 
slow promotion in the cavahy kept him 
in the rank of lieutenant for ten yeirs 
and he did not become a captain until 
1911. He served four years in the Phil- 
ippines.

Major Jenkins was at the San Luia 
ranch near Carrizal and his men still 
were scouring the hills along the trails 
tliat the dispersed troopers followed af- 
ter the fight with Carranza's men, but 
there appeared little cliance that any 
others Avould be found. 
Eight men re- 
mained unaccounted for and the assiunp- 
tion was that thoj had been killed. 


Major G. Jenkins sf/it to Gen. Pershing 
a note book taken from tlie pocket oi 
Captain Boyd by a sergeant when the 
ofiicer fell during the engagement with 
the Mexicans. 
It contained three notes, 
one a copy of the report to Gen. Pershing 
detailing the incidents of his march from 
the main force to a point near Carrizal, 
one a copy of the note sent by him to 
the authorities at Carrizal requesting 
permission to pass through the town and 
the third, the note from Gen. Gomez in- 
viting him to enter the town for a con- 
ference. 
In the note sent by him to the 
authorities Captain Boyd had explained 
that his command 
was on a peaceful 
mission.

Marion Lambert, either be- 
ieving or pretending to believe that she 
vas in a delieate condition, sought to 
ead the defendant to think that he was 
esponsible for her condition.

"The prosecution relies upon the fact

is necessity for a call for further troops for service in Mexico, Indiana 
be permitted to organize a complete brigade, and the approval has 
been formally transmitted to Adjutant General Bridges at Indianap- 
olis. There need be no fear of Indiana. She doesn't want to figlit, but 
5fthe absolute necessity arises, Iloosierdom will give a splendid account 
of herself- The state which gave 300 volunteers to the Black Hawk 
war in 1832, 4,595 to the fight with Mexico which began in 1846, 207.- 
497 to the tremendous civil war struggle and 7.421 to the clash with 
Spain in 1898 will do her full duty in the new crisis. 


The state's patriotism is being splendidly demonstrated by the 


rush of recruiting that is now going forward everywhere. In time of 
peace the national guard membership had run down to an almost in- 
significant ligure. Scarcely a company in the entire state was up to 
the maximum figure in membership for the reason that, with the actual 


- necessity for action absent, the idea of the military docs not claim first 


attention of Indiana young men. When the call comes, however, there 
is no holding back. This is being exemplified in Fort Wayne us well 
as in .other Indiana cities and towns, where in a few days the member- 
ship of the militia companies has been almost doubled by the rush of 
young men who came forward to volunteer their services the moment 
there was promise of action.

MUCH CATTLE FEED 


Government Experts Give 


Advice as to Better 


Procedure. 


Washington, D. C.. June 26.— A vast 


quantity of feed available lor cattle is 
now either wasted absolutely or put to 
Mime less profitable use, says a. recent 
report which the department of agricul 


j ture has just published as part four 01 
a comprehensive survey of the entire 
meat situation in the United State?, 
failure to utilize the full value of this 
nwterial 
has 
increased 
unnecessarily 


the cost of producing meat, has dimin- 
irhed the profits from cattle feeding and 
iias discouraged many farmers from en- 
gaging in an industry essential to their 
permanent prosperity. 


Acijnrding to the report already men- 


tioned, the loss in grain, straw and 
corn stover 
amounts 
to 
more than 


.? 100,000,000 annually. 
Both of these 


products are disposed of most economic- 
ally when fed to cattle in connection 
with some form of concentrated feed. 
Straw is especially valuable in carrying 
the breeding herd through the winter, in 
wintering stockcrs and as a supplemen- 
tary 
roughage 
for 
fattening cuttle. 


Stover, too, is an excellent feed for win- 
tering cattle, especially mature breeding 
c-ows. 
Nevertheless, in many sections 


of the country, where these products arc 
abundant, little attempt is made to take 
advantage of their value for these pur- 
poses. 


Of an annual straw crop of approxi- 


mately 120.0UO.OOO tons, it is estimated 
that only two-thirds is put to its best 
nsi—livestock production. Of the re- 
muindrr a little more than one-half is 
sold or turned under and the rnst—15 
per rent, of the tntal crop—is burned. 


Burning is practically an absolute 


waste nnd although plowing under does 
contribute something to soil fertility, the 
benefit to the land is less than that 
which would be derived from the use of 
the straw to produce manure, 
"(if all 


systems of obtaining permanent soil fer- 
tility," says the report, "none is so prac- 
tical or as easily available as that of 
feeding live stock.'' 


The average value of all kinds of 


straw is placed at about 55 a ton. In 
many sections, of course, no such price 
can be realized for it, and as a matter 
of fact only about 8 per cent of the 
crop actually is sold. 
The figure men- 


tioned, however, may be taken as repre- 
senting the value to the farmer of straw 
if he will use it properly in his farming 
operations as feed or bedding. In order 
to illustrate how this may be done the 
report gives thrne sample rations for 
wintering a breeding herd of beef cattle 
on straw combined with silage, shock 
corn and cottonseed or linseed meal. Any 
one of these rations, it is said, will prove 
economical. They are as follows:

Fran- ] 
cis R. Doyle, of Philadelphia, who has. 
been retained by Casement's family, had , 
refused to say anything beyond denying', 
a report that his client would tnrow him- i 
self on the mercy of the government. 
| 


Sir Roger Casement has been in jail' 


since April 25, when he was captured on! 
the west coast of Ireland, after having 
been landed from 
a 
Uerman steamer, 


which was attempting to run the Brit- 
ish blockade and land a cargo of amis in 
Ireland for the projected revolution. The 
steamer was blown up by its crew when [ 
they found that its capture by a British \ 
patrol boat was inevitable. 
I 


Up to a year before the war broke out, j 


Casement nad been in the British consul I 
service in which ho served a total of 18 i 
years. 
He had attained wide celebrity j 


for his exposure of the rubber attrocities j 
in Brazil and also in the Congo. Shortly 
after the outbreak of the war. Casement 
went to Berlin where he opened negotia- 
tions for aid for an Irish rebellion. On 
his arraignment before a majority fol- 
lowing his character, Irish prisoners of 
war who had been exchanged, testified 
that he had endeavored to persuade cap- 
tured Irish soldier? to join a revolution- 
ary force which was to bt despatched to 
Ireland. 


The Sinn Fein revolt of Dublin the day 


before the capture of Casement. It was; 
suppressed after uloody 
fighting, prin 


cipally in Dublin, in which several him-' 
dred people were killed and a major por- 
tion of the business section of the Irish 
capital reduced to ashes by artillery. 
Nearly a score of the ring leaders were 
summarily executed by court martial fol- 
lowing the crushing of the revolt. More 
than 1,000 of the rank and file of the 
rebels were transported to English jails, 
where large numbers are still held under 
long term sentences.

mono-rail car will solve tlie long dis- 
tance city travel problem. 
It will not 


only solve the problem but afford a much 
cheaper and more satisfactory means of 
transportation for the busy people of 
the working world. 


So eays Harry \V. Brown, inventor of 


e mono-rail system, which he is now ex- 
hibiting here. 
Brown's model of his 


mono-rail car is attracting keen inter- 
est not only from the ordinary citizen, 
but from capitalists and representatives 
of foreign governments as well. 


"With the mono-rail car I can equip 


a system at a cost of $10,000 a miie 
tnd can haul a passenger for one-half a 
cent a mile," says Brown. "Cheap trans- 
portation is the desire of the public, 
naturally. It can be obtained through 
the mono-rail system." 


Brown has spent six years and $33,- 


000 in constructing various models of 
his car and in exhibitions before the 
American public. 
He has no p'oek to 


Bell and declares he has no dc.ire to 
yield his patents to a corporation. 


"I hope to make my invention of real 


benefit to the poor man—to the Ameri- 
can people," he says. "If I can develop 
ft cheap system of transportation,

That's all I want." 


The mono-rail car is on a track 12 


feet above the ground, supported by 
standards and braces built to withstand 
a pressure of 120 tons at the weakest 


point. Each car is equipped with an in- 
dividual motor. On each side of the one 
wheel track are four steel wheels which 
maintain the equilibrium of the car. The 
weight of a ear and truck is only two 
and a half tons. 
With a 30-horsepower 


motor, Brown says he can develop a 
safe speed of 143 miles an hour. 
One 


car will hold 20 persons, but since each 


car has its own motor, as many cars as 
desired can be operated as one train. 


The Japanese government is interest 


ed in Brown's invention. Agents of the 
Mikado have taken motion pictures of 
the mono-rail car for exhibition before 
high officials in Japan. 


Drown was an Alnskan miner before 


he began work on his car inventions.
